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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to claim 78. while applicant's citation 
of respective codes has been considered, examiner does not find argument compelling for several reasons. First, while applicant's 
disclosure may differ from Whinnet, claim language is not read as requiring different codes for modulation as argued by applicant. 
Examiner feels that codes as shown by Whinnett do constiitute "respective" codes as they are applied to different outputs as required by 
claim. Second, while not specifically cited by examiner, Whinnett discloses an embodiment (see figure 9) which discloses both respective 
and different codes and since references must be considered as a whole, rejection is still held to be proper . 

Continuation of 13. Other: With regard to claim 60, while "reversal of order in time" is noted it is not believed that this limitation in and of 
itself overcomes Whinnett. While examiner acknowledges differences in disclosure, claim language does not reflect differences argued 
by applicant. Whinnet supports time-reversal by virtue of the fact of S1S2 (1st) and S2S1 (2nd or 3rd ) and therefore is held to meet the 
limitation. As applcant has not set out specifics of groupings in claims, it is held that Whinnett's groupings meet limitations required by 
claims.. 
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
